Be Extended 


New York, Dec. 7. 


Canada told the Uhited Nations today that 
the traditional limit of three miles for territorial 
waters was not adequte and should be extended to 


12 miles. 


Mr L, Cardin, the Canadian 
delegate, speaking In tho al 
Committee on the report of the 
International Law Commission 
for the Regime of the Terri- 
torial Sea, sald that three miles 
was too short a distance for the 
enforcement of customs, fiscal 
ond rinitary regulations and 
contre: of fisheries. 

“For Canada, it is of fully as 
great Importance that the rules 
of international law should 
provide adequately fer the re- 
gulation: ond control of fisherics 
off the coasts ‘of any state,” Mr 
Cardin sald. 


General Application 


“One way of providing this 
would be by accepting, for 
gencral application, the 12 mile 
breadth for territorial waters, 
That would allow complete 
fishery, customs, fiscal and 
sami control and regulation 
within that limit.” 

The Canadian detcgate said 
his govtrnment recognised that 
thig extension could have 
consequences on the freedom of 
s@a and air navigation and cltar- 
ly the principlo must bo given 
due coneideratiom in dealing 
with the problem. 

Mr Cardin said lt was im- 
possible to leave to individual 
states to determine the breadth 
of the territorial sea sccording 
to their sytcial intercsts, It was 
precisely this attitude that had 
brought about the uncertainty 
on thig subject in international 
law.
